NEW THINGS ARE OLD. 


Charles F. :i.nmmis, the eiSltor of .a 


magazine published at Los Angeles, 
California, Is a writer of -unusual re- 
search and with a quaint and strong 
phraseology.. .He,has delved extensive- 
ly into Middle Age literature, and is 
publishing the result of his researches, 
and It Is very 'Interesting "to observe?! 
in important connections; how little 
there is in modern, .days that Is abso- 
lutely new and original. 
• 


For instance, he has brought to light 


a book written in Ijatin by Ferrarius In 
1646, published In, Rom^ and entitled 
"The Hesperides or-the^Golden Apple," 
which IS most elaborate, exact and 
nicely illustrated, and proves that in- 
the cultivation of • oranges, lemons,: 
limes and other citrus -fruit, no ad- 
vancement whatever has been, made in 
two hundred and fifty years. : The. 
methods employed in California and In 
Hawaii are the same -that.-were fol- 
lowed at that remote period In "Italy 
and in other; countries; where, these 
fruits were. raised. . Even the navel 
orange, has undergone no change. 


Another example Is In the modes of 


conducting mining operations, in which- 
there has been great improvement but 
practically no .alteration In the prin- 
ciples applied. 
In this . respect Mr. 


Lummis was anticipated by a gentle- 
man, now in Honolulu, who as far 
back as 1866, quoting from the Sicilian 
author, Diodorus Slculus, showed that, 
before the commencement of the Chris- 
tian Era, on the confines of Abyssinia, 
gold was extracted from quartz by cal- 
cination, pounding and separation. of 
the precious metal from the dross 
through the action of water. Of course 
the cyanide process is an Innovation 
and machinery has been wondrously 
developed, but the principles of existing 
reduction and extraction are essential- 
ly the same. Mr. Lummis lias found a 
rare book, "De Metallica," published 
in Basle In 1561, and written by Agri- 
cola, who In 1531 was appointed Profes- 
sor of Chemistry In the mining district 
of Chemnitz, Saxony, which is one of 
the most complete expositions of deep 
and superficial mining that the litera- 
ture of the world can supply and Is re- 
plete with fine engravings that would 
almost answer for descriptive examples 
of mining in the Twentieth Century. 
Among other things, the accounts and 
illustrations of the bucket pumps in use 
before'-the Christian Era and of the 
varieties of suction pumps in existence 
in the sixteenth century, seriously de- 
tract from the claims of modern inven- 
tors.

Gorgeous designs are 
then traced upon the lanterns with a 
big brush in red, gold, blue and ver- 
milion colors. 


When the New Tear celebration com- 


mences these lanterns will line the 
streets in the Chinese and Japanese 
sections, making a bizarre display.
